Why Wood Should be Preferred to Wheat 

The Journal published an article, yesterday 
morning, with a heading the inverse of the above, 
and attempted to set forth reasons of preference 
for Wheat. Mr. Wood’s friends will not shrink 
from a comparison of the merits of their candidate 
with those of his opponent, and we retort upon 
the Journal, that it is easy to show to all not 
“brainless partisans who are wholly immersed 
in the molten lavaol party conflict until thev are 
deaf to reason,” that Wood is the better man for 
the place. Extreme laudation of Wheat marks 
the article in question, not more prominently than 
its insinuated, rather than expressed, disparage- 
ment of Wood. The subject is one which ad- 
dresses itself to calm consideration, and in that 
spirit we wish to discuss it. 

The first trump sounded in tavor of Wheat is, 
that during his “ ten months' ” service on the ap- 
pellate bench, “he has given entire satisfaction to 
the bar and bench of Kentucky.” The truth is 
that Judge Wheat’s service on the appellate bench 
is utterly unmarked by anything like ability or 
learning. He has done nothing aud written noth- 
ing to disappoint frieuds or opponents, aud as 
neither expected anything neither has been disap- 
pointed. Judge Wheat is, beyond all comparison, 
the weakest man that ever sat on our appellate 
bench. 

“But,” continues the Journal, “his (Wheat's; 
entire life has been unremittingly devoted to his 
profession. * * • For more than thirty years 

he has been industriously aud successfully en- 
gaged in bis profession. For ten years be served 
•ii the capacity of circuit judge.” As Judge 
Wheat "retired” from the circuit bench iu 1856 
—another was nominated in his place— his expe- 
rience at the bar, according to the Jour- 
nal's account, ran through a period of 

about eighteen years. In all that time 
liis name never once appears as a lawyer in the 
printed reports of the decisions of the Court of Ap- 
/uals. We are told by well informed lawyers that 
they remember no case where it so appears, aud 
if the fact is otherwise, let his friends point out 
the ease or cases. The record, therefore, shows 
that Jydge Wheat never rose at the bar so as to 
be trusted in the court of last resort. However 
varied his experience may have been before Jus- 
tices of the Peace, County Courts, and the Circuit 
Court as a practitiouer— of which we have not 
information to speak from — he seems never to 
have entered the Court of Appeals, unless as a 
spectator, till he took his seat as judge. The 
names of much younger men from his own sec- 
t ion are often met with in the reports of Kentuck v 
We repeat that Wheat was never a man of anv 
note, and never made his mark at the bar or on 
the bench. 

Youth and had health are all which partizan 
^•scrupulousness in its bitterest malignity can 
urge against Henry C. Wood. The editor dare not 
question the integrity, the ability, and the learn- 
ing of one so well known. He well knows that no 
inan iu Kentucky, or out of it, ever had a more 
varied or heavier practice than Henry C. Wood. 
There is no diiiiculty in finding hi* name in high 
places aud important trusts. We appeal to sensi- 
ble, calm men to sav what may we expect of a 
“stripling”— as the Journal is reduced iu its ma- 
lignity to call Wood— who has done so much. — 
Inexperience or obscurity is not even charged, 
and the insinuation rather than charge of youth 
and ineligibility from not having served at the 
bar during the period prescribed by the constitu- 
tion, is so grossly incorrect, that the editor dare 
not venture on a direct assertion. 

Henry C. Wood w as born in November, 1821, 
and is nearly thirty-seven years old —older than 
John C. Breckinridge when elected to the Vice 
Presidency ot the United States. He graduated 
with distinguished honor at Center College, iu 
September, 1841; studied law with Judge Buck- 
ner, one of the most. distingui^.ed jurists Ken- 
tucky ever had, aud at one time judge of the Court 
of Appeals; and commenced practice in the spring 
ol 1S43. He at once rose into notice and practice, 
being elected to the Legislature from Hart, hisna 
live county, in 1848 and 1S4‘J, though there was a 
party majority against him of more than 200. So 
highly did old Hart honor her worthy son. In 
1S50, he removed to Louisville, and here, his sue 
cess was marked and immediate. Up to the 
fall of 1857 Mr. Wood was constantly engaged in 
his profession, except when in the Le .slature, 
aud then accepted the place oi cas ier of the 
Branch Bank of Kentucky at <.'re.‘„sburg. He 
did not abandon his profession c* all, and the 
Journal's statement that he has .requently done 
so from ill-health is incorrect. Severe labor aud 
unremitting study called for relaxation, but Mr. 
Wood's active mind and industrious habits could 
not brook idleness. His friends pressed upon him 
the responsible place alluded to, as affording 
change, relaxation, and cool, country air. He 
yielded his own preferences for the time, and can 
now resume the profession which he honors with 
health and vigor entirely restored. It is thus 
seen that Mr. Wood’s service at the bar is nearly 
as long as the Journal makes Judge Wheat's to 
he, and that it is nearly double the coustitutional 
period of eligibility. We are willing to admit 
that Judge Wheat’s health and digestion have 
never suffered from his labors or his studies. 

Xo one can fail to see the insidious nature of the 
Journal’s article. Its intense partizanism and 
party aim are poorly masked bv hollow profes- 
sions. The judiciary is nothing to him as com- 
pared with party, and his attempt at humbug- 
ging is not even respectful to those he would gull. 
The cloven foot is too plainly discernable. Sen- 
sible men will vote for the man best fitted for the 
office, and that man is unquestionably Henry C. 
Wood. 

The Journal’s low insinuations as to the ill 
health, ineligibility, etc., of Henry C. Wood, are 
upon a par with its insidious charges of em&nci- 
patiouism and anti-Lecomptonism against him. 
Mr. Wood is a true pro slavery, Lecompton)Demo- 
crat, and the Journal slandered him when it in- 
sinuated that be was anything else. The charges 
that the m&liguer of the organ makes out against 
him are worthy of the source from whence they 
come. Mr. Wood, however, is enthroned in the 
great heart of the people, far above their baneful 
influence. Like the sting of the viper which has 
missed its mark, all that the Journal has said, and 
can say, against him, is as harmless as the granny 
thrusts which the old tory made against his own 
country, and in behalf of Eugland, upon the right 
of search, or as his treasonable efforts against the 
South, aud in behalf of the North, upon the ques- 
tion of admitting Kansas into the Union as * 
slave State. We would rather have him abuse 
Henry C. Wood than to praise him, for his oppo- 
sition to our candidate is infallible prbof that our 
candidate is right. If he will abuse him his best 
from now till August, Wood will be elected by a 
majority of several thousand votes over the heavy 
and slow Know Nothing candidate, whom the ed- 
itor shall laud to the skies. 

Who Pay*! 

The Know Nothings have appointed two meet- 
ings of their party for this evening, one at the 
Union evgitie house, and the other at the Washing 
ton engine house. Who gave them authority to 
take possession of the public property and use 
the gas in the engine houses, which is paid for 
out of the city treasury? This thing has been 
going on ever since the origin of this party, but 
the Mayor and Council being members of the 
“order,” net a word has been uttered by any of 
them against this iniquitous practice. If the 
Democratic party want a room to meet in, the 
members of the party pay the rent of it out of 
their own pockets, whilst at the same time they 
are paying their proportion of the cost of the g%s 
in the engine houses, consumed by the Know 
Nothings.

Why Marshall did not Speak —K. P. Thomas on

Hrnrt co., Ki„ July 6, 1858. 

Editors Louisville Courier: In i ly letter to you, 
dated 3«*th of June, I stated that Col. Marshall 
was expected soou to make a speech at Newcastle. 

I afterwards heard that he had agreed to let off 
the Black Republican gas, which had accumulated 
in his huge corporation, yesterday, it being our 
regular County Court day. Having some curioai- I 
J ty to witness such an interesting event. I repaired 
to Newcastle early in the day, for the purpose of 
hearing whatever Col. M. might have to say to his 
constituents in defense of his recent sale of him- 
self and of his party to the Black Republicans.— 

When I reached Newcastle I was informed that 
Marshall had not arrived, but that he certainly 
would be there, as he had been loaded into a two 
horse wagon early in the morning, and started to 
wards the place of his appointment to speak. It 
was further said that a mud hole on Drenuou 
might detain him some time, as he would have to 
be unloaded and rolled around it, then reloaded, 
all of which might consume three or four hours) 
but he could still get to Newcastle by three or four 
o'clock. Three, four, five, and six o’clock. P. M., 
finally came, but Marshall did not come. The 
reason of his failure to come is not known. It is 
probable that the driver of the team was irnpru 
aent enough to attempt to drive through the mud 
hole with Col. M. in the wagon, and that he is still 
in the mud. with his wagon and team as bad! v 
mired as Col. Marshall is in politics. It is possi 
ble, however, that he heard how many of his 
former supporters are against him now, and that 
he could not summon enough courage to enable 
him to face the people he has wilfully and know 
ingly misrepresented. For one I arn sorrv he did 
not fill the appointment. It is no pleasant job to 
ride several miles to town this hot w eather to hear 
a speech, and then be disappointed. 

Most of the county candidates made speeches in 
the afternoon. E. P. Thomas made a speech of 
more than an hour in length, in which he showed 
himself quite au orator, as well as a most excel- 
lent clerk, the latter of which is conceded bv 
all parties. None of the other candidates spoke 
as long as Mr. Thomas did. Some of the speeches 
were rich, aud were, doubtless, interesting to the 
speakers. For instance, one ot Sam's disciples as 
sured the “dear people” that he will be their can- 
didate on the first Monday in August, and will 
beat his opponent “ shore and sartain.”

scab, smut and rust. Many fields will not pay tbe 
expense of harvesting and threshing, producing 
from eight to ten bushels per acre only. Mv la- 
test information from the adjoining counties, to- 
gether with deficiency of acres, warrants the opin- 
ion that Northern Kentucky has not produced 
over a half crop coni pared with last season. 

Barley crop, light yield. Oat crop, for the first 
time in the recollection of the oldest settlers, is 
struck with rust, and from present appearances 
will not pay for cutting. Corn crop never more 
promising. Many fields will silk inside of tbe 
next ten days, and will yield a good crop with six 
weeks of seasonable weather ; yet with tbe con- 
dition of the soil (the excessive rains of the last 
five weeks having caused it to bake and run to- 
gether a slight drought, with the mercury as the 
last fifteen days, standing at 94 to 96. would ma- 
terially injure the crop This was the result in 
1854, the dry weather having set in about tbe 12th 
of July, when the corn was ready to shoot. The 
crop that year was almost an entire failure.

Mexican Affairs 

Mr. Forsyth, in his dispatches, says, that while 
he has ceased to hold diplomatic intercourse with 
the Government of Zulo&ga, he deemed it better 
to remain in Mexico to afford protection to Amer- 
ican citizens, if ueeded, and until he could learn 
the views of his Government as to his course. 
While the Administration view s the action of the 
Zuloaga Government with regard to the forced 
contributions, as an impolitic stretch of power, 
and injurious to American citizens, it has not yet 
decided it to be a violation of treaties. Attorney- 
General Black has the m atter under consideration, 
and will soon submit his views to the President. 
We have a treaty with Mexico, based on tbe 
treaty made bv that Republic previously with 
England, forbidding the imposition of a forced 
loan or contribution. The question for the Attor- 
ney-General to decide, then, is this : Is a forced 
loan against the terms of the treaty?

Market street, between Sixth and Seventh, 
Wednesday evening, July 7th, on the body of 
Lewis H. Reau, aged twenty-eight years, unmar- 
ried, with means and bright prospect. He was a 
machinist, and had been one of the principal 
workmen in the establishment for years. While 
endeavoring to adjust a misplaced band, or one
